ntioch resident Gayle 
Trabert is one of about 
6,000 (including her 
mother Rosemary Kojis) 
who has taken on the lofty task of 
raising $1,900 to participate in the 
Avon Breast Cancer 3-Day 
Awareness Walk in June. 

"Avon told us the amount they 
wanted us to raise to be able to 
participate in the walk," said 
Trabert. "I didn't stop anyone from 
wanting to do this. In fact, they had 
to close the registration. 

Trabert must meet her $1,900 
goal by April 15 and is more than 
halfway there. "As of today, I have 
raised $1,000. No donation is too 
small." 

This year's walk will take 
Trabert and her fellow walkers 
from Kenosha, Wis. to Chicago, 
about 60 miles. ♦. 

"This walk has been around for 
a while," said Trabert. "This is the 
first year that I found out about it." 

Trabert said she had her own 
scare when she found a lump in 



her breast in 1999. She had to have 
a breast biopsy the following 
March, and was one of the lucky 
ones and was found to have only 
fibroid tumors and not cancer. 

"This is an extremely worthy 
cause, and all donations are fully 
tax-deductible," added Trabert. 

According to Trabert, 182,000 
women in the United States will be 
diagnosed with breast cancer, and 
of those 40,000 will die. 
Additionally, 400 men will die from 
this disease. 

"It breaks my heart to think of 
people who do not have the insur- 
ance money to get proper help if 
they suspect they have this dis- 
ease," said Trabert. "I may not be 
able to do much, but I plan on 
walking the 60 miles with a smile 
on my face and a prayer in my 
heart for those who need it."

"When I started, CLC was six little metal buildings with dirt 
driveways and no running water or bathrooms," said Hanson, 
a Libertyville resident. "There were about 2,000 students in 
1969, now there are over 16,000." 

Although a staff member for 33 years, the last 11 of which 
have been as athletic director, Hanson's biggest impact at CLC 
has been starting its baseball program from scratch and turn- 
ing it into one of the most successful junior college programs 
in the Midwest.

VjHowever, Hanson's 33 years at the school happened only 
through good timing.

"When I realized that it was time to go to work, I had sev- 
eral options," said Hanson. "In Feb.. 1969, CLC was a new

In 28 seasons as CLC's coach, Hanson has amassed an 893-

lege coaches," said Hanson. "I'm just happy to give the kids die 

opportunity." 

In fact, Hanson is happiest when his players go on to play 

at higher levels. 

In his 28 seasons, Hanson has coached more than 565 play- 
ers, over 170 of which have received scholarships. Better than 
80 percent of his players have gone on to four-year institutions. 

"It makes me very happy when I see kids go on to major 
colleges," said Hanson. 

A total of 21 JUCO Ail-Americans, 145 All-Skyway 
Conference players, 1 1 Skyway Conference MVPs, 76 All-State 
players, 66 Northern Illinois All-Stars and 34 professionally 
drafted players have donned the Lancer uniform in Hanson's

Eugene O'Neill's dark and disturbing 
Irish tragi-comedy, "Long Day's 
Journey Into Night," written between 
1939-40 and first performed in 1956, 
is enjoying a noteworthy revival at Chicago's 
Goodman Theatre. The edgy three-and-one- 
half-hour autobiographical drama, set in 
1912 at the summer house of the Tyrone fam- 
ily, is a showcase for O'Neill's poetic genius. 

Thanks to formidable direction by 
Robert Falls and a rock-solid cast led by 
Brian Dennehy, the play is among this the- 
ater season's strongest offerings. 

The Tyrone household is not a happy 
place; in fact, its occupants could easily 
stand in as poster children for the dysfunc- 
tional family. 

Dennehy gives a passionate performance 
as the miserly, hard-drinking and hypercriti- 
cal James Tyrone, a celebrated 65-year-old 
actor whose demanding career and 
vagabond lifestyle left a permanent strain on 
his family. James also bears the scars of a 
rough upbringing ("You learn to be mean; 
it's a hard lesson to unlearn"). 






There's tension aplenty as the family wor- 
ries that Mary Tyrone, the morphine-depen- 
dent matriarch, is having a relapse. Pamela 
Payton- Wright is stunningly convincing as 
she dances around her problem, a lonely, sad 
human wreck trapped by her addiction ("The 
past is present . . . the future, too"). 

Steve Pickering packs gusto into the role 
of Jamie, the elder adult son, a failed actor 
who devotes his energies to liquor and wan- 
ton women. He's in a love-hate relationship 
with his seriously ill brother Edmund (David 
Cromer) , a former merchant marine and 
aspiring writer who has yet to make his mark. 

"Long Day's Journey" is filled with end- 
less finger pointing and self-recriminations as 
each family member wonders aloud about 
how their lives might have turned out had 
they made different choices. Their agitation is 
as palpable as the late-summer fog (signaled 
by recurring blasts from a distant foghorn) 
that envelops the Tyrone house.

Ohio high school basketball sensation 
LeBron James has been creating quite a 
national stir the past few* months with 
several of the National Basketball 
Association's top stars coming to watch 
him play. 

In Illinois, Grass Lake Middle School's 
Ashley Fain has been creating a buzz of 
her own, breaking* the school's scoring 
records with relative ease. 

. Early during this season, eighth-grad- 
er Ashley broke the school record of- 29 
points scored in a game when she netted 
a career high 31 in Grass Lake's 42-34 
overtime victory over Millburn in regular- 
season action. 

Almost as impressive as her 31 points 
were the 12 steals, nine rebounds and 
three blocked shots she also accumulated 
in that contest. 

• » 

However, just four games later, Fain 
was at it again, and broke her own record 
with a 37-point effort in the Lady Braves' 
46-45 victory over Stanton. In the first 
quarter alone, Fain netted 15 points. She 
finished shooting. 13-for-30 from the field. 

"Ashley is the quickest kid on the 
floor," said Jeff Fain, the Lady Braves 
coach and Ashley's father. "She really 
stands out on the court. She has very good 



court awareness and can spot the oppo 
nents weakness and then attacks it." 



Ashley leads the Lady* Braves in scor- 



ing with 18.9 points per game this season, 
but also leads the team in assists, steals, 
and is tied for the team-high in blocked 
shots. 

Overshadowing her offensive abilities 
would be the 49-8 record that her team 
has compiled during her three-year 
career. During that span, she has led every 
team she has played for to a first-place fin- 
ish. 

"Ashley is a team leader," said leff 
Fain. "She leads by example on the court 
and tries to get everyone involved in the 
offense." 

Ashley's enthusiasm for basketball began 
at an early age when she would watch her 
father play. As she grew older, the two 
began playing together and soon compet- 
ing against one another in small pickup 
games. 

"I love everything about the game," 
said Ashley. "I really enjoy helping my 
teammates and trying to get them the 
ball."

GLASA sponsored sport that allows the visually 
impaired to take part in athletic competition. It 
originated in Europe during the 1970's. 
The object of Goalball is to roll a ball that con- 
tains bells past the opposing team. The game is 
played on a iloor similar to the dimensions of a 
volleyball court, with two teams of three play- 
ers, each alternating on offense and defense. 
The defense listens for the approach of the ball 
and attempts to prevent it from crossing the 
goal. 

The ball is rolled back and forth with the 
offense and defense alternating until time 
expires. Goalball is played in two five or seven- 
minute periods and the audience must be 
silent during competition so the players carr 
hear the approach of the ball. 

It's a sport that has been a lifesaver for- 
mally children. 

"My daughter Lindsay was born blind and 
for years I couldn't find anything designed for 
the visually impaired," parent Nancy Sloan of 
Barrington said. "I found out about GLASA and 
goalball about five years ago and it's a perfect 
way for visually impaired kids to socialize and 
be a part of a team. 

"It's changed my daughters' life. She's 
become an athlete and has helped mentor 
other visually impaired kids." 

Players who participate in goalball must 
have visual impairments and competition is 
split between men and women as well as age 
groups. 

Not all athletes who participate in goalball 
are completely blind. Some have gradually lost 
their sight over time. To level the playing field, 
each athlete must wear a ski mask that is paint- 
ed over with black paint. 

"I know* of one girl in particular who is a 
really good athlete, but her sight has grown 
worse over time," Sloan said. "She started tak- 
ing part in goalball and it has been a real life 
saver. 

"There are kids at the high school level that 
compete," Sloan added. "For them to be able to 
go to school and say they have a team, that is 
such a connector to their sighted pears." 

GLASA is located at the Gorton Center in 
Lake Forest.

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Transportation and the state budget 
deficit as well as leadership styles were issues 
expressed by hopefuls at a debate for General 
Assembly candidates for the 52nd District. 

Challenger Pete Michling and incumbent 
Mark Beaubien (R-Barrington Hills) 
expressed their views before a sparse audi- 
ence of about 20 people. The McHenry 
County League of Women voters sponsored 
the debate. Voters will decide between the 
two candidates in the March 19 Republican 
primary. The district covers west to 
Woodstock, some of Wauconda Township, 
some of Grant and Cuba Township in Cook 
County. Polls will be open from 6 a.m. to 7 p.m. 
"They're pretty close (in their views). It is 
important to come and here the candidates," 
said voter Jim Schlandeiv 

The extension of Route 53 in McHenry 
County was one of the transportation topics. 
"I have been studying the Route 53 expan- 
sion project in detail. The key is balance. I 
believe there is a need to expand Route 53 in 
McHenry County with a western spun It will 
bring changes to the north part of McHenry 
County and Grant Township. It will help ease 
the gridlock," Michling said. "We have a love 
affair with the car, want to see open space, but 
there is not a generation of farmers to and 
take over the farms."' 

"I have supported the extension of Route 
53.But with the state's concerns of Route 355, 
Route 55 and 1-80 to 1-88, Route 53 is a long, 
longways away. In survey after survey, growth 
and better transportation needs are the No. 1 
priorities of the 52nd District. We can work on 
smaller steps such as Routes 14 and 31," 
Beaubien said. 

Both candidates called on more partici- 
pation from rank-and-file legislators to be 
allowed in this time of state budget deficits. 
"We are far worse off than people are being 
told. We should to an across-the-board bud- 
get cut, the same as former Gov. Jim Edgar 
did. Whoever comes in as governor will have a 
huge budget hole," Beaubien said. Beaubien 
is spokesman for the revenue committee. 
"What needs to happen is a priority 



equality of education. All children of the state 
deserve a well thought out, concentrated 
effort to deliver educational services to com- 
.pete in the global economic world we live in. I 
believe in health care quality, accessible to all 
of the people of the state of Illinois. I think the 
state budget needs to be looked at so that the 
rank-and-file members can have more 
input," {Michling said. 

Despite the budget shortfalls, Michling 
said he still believes education is the top pri- 
ority, along with health care, economic devel- 
opment. . 

There was some contention about experi- 
ence. Michling, A Woodstock attorney who is 
a former McHenry County Board member, is 
active in many civic functions, as is Beaubien. 
He hit Beaubien for the incumbent's three- 
term pledge of a few years ago. Beaubien has 
served she years in Springfield. 

"Experience is, also a matter of personal 
experience. I believe I will be able to hit the 
ground running and be an effective first-term 
legislator. If I make any pledge, I will stick to 
it," he said. 

"My pledge of a three-term limit came at 
a time when those term limits were popular. 
But thathas not proven to be effective. We will 
have 35-40 new legislators this session, and 
the 52nd District needs someone with experi- 
ence. In the 92nd General Assembly, of the 
10,000 bills proposed, only 500 were 
approved," he said. 

"I mink that it is just as important not only 
to pass good legislation, but to make sure mat 
bad legislation does not get passed," Michling 
said. 

Regarding campaign finance reform for 
Illinois, Michling said the problem is that it 
becomes a freedom of speech issue when 
attempts are made to regulate so-called "soft 
money" and political action groups. 

Beaubien said he would never do, as 
some have done, of "pocketing" money by 
collapsing funds at the end of their term gen- 
erated for campaigns. "I am not sure you are 
ever going to solve the problem. Someone will 
find a way to beat the system if they want to. 



President Clinton was the worst example, he 
did it every day," Beaubien said. 

With the state economy facing deficits, 
both candidates discussed what can-be done 

locally. - 

"In Lake and McHenry county, there 
needs to be a balance of sales tax generating 
business and residential. McHenry County 
Economic Development Commission and in . 
Lake County, the Lake County Partners, are 
both doing a great job," Beaubien said. 

"I grew up in McHenry County, in rural 
Crystal Lake and rural Woodstock. The area is 
still struggling with a transition from rural to 
urban but winning that struggle. We have a 
diverse economic base and keep a balance for 
our citizens," Michling said. 

How impact fees are collected for schools, 
libraries and other services was also posed to 
the candidates. Beaubien said that most 
municipalities collect the fees, with the issue 
being county collection. Michling said the 
question is one of enforcement. 

Both candidates gave closing statements, 
•making a pitch to voters at the time 12 days 
before the election. 

"I believe that I am excited, energized to 
be your next state representative. I have lived 



in McHenry County since 1956. My parents 
have brought me up to on the importance of 
community service. I believe that we are suffi- 
ciently taxed; I support life at all stages of it, 
have a passion for health care and the great 
outdoors. I am ready to step up to another 
level of public service for you," Michling said. 

"I have been a full-time legislator for six 
years. I have spent all my time in that process, 
helping people in the district, with veterans 
services, the service breaker, utility de-regula- 
tion, crime prevention, open lands, and feder- 
al spending. I am committed to being the 
most effective, responsible legislator that I 
can be. That is what the district deserves," 
Beaubien said. 

Beaubien is proud of work on behalf of 
Illinois National Guard and Reserves, obtain- 
ing the right to health care for them at 
Veterans centers, according to campaign lit- 
erature. 

He is also pleased with efforts to reduce 
the delinquent income tax penalty from 20 
percent to 2 percent. Another area is assisting 
law enforcement in child sexual assault cases. 
He sponsored a bill allowing for the immedi- 
ate release of information to begin needed 
investigations.

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After 107 years of observing Conservative 
Judaism, congregation Am Echod, based in 
Waukegan and Lindenhurst, has begun the 
process of changing its movement affiliation, 
in an effort to attract younger families as 
members. 

About 80 percent of the congregation " 
voted on Feb. 12 to submit an application to 
the American Jewish Federation for the 
Reform Movement, requesting membership 
in the organization. 

"We are waiting to hear from them," 
explained congregation president Bernie 
Schleicher. Once they approve our applica- 
tion, sometime in June or July, they will help 
us find a new rabbi and cantor." 

The congregation has been without a 
rabbi since Rabbi Michael Rascoe left in June 
2001 to move to another locality. 

Cantor Allen Gimpel, who has led the 
congregation in chanting liturgy for the past 
16 years, will be leaving the congregation 
after the completion of the High Holy Days 
(Rosh Hashanah and Yom Kippur) in 
September. 

Jewish congregations generally follow 
one of the major sects or denominations of 
the religion. 

Orthodox congregations conduct services 
in Hebrew, and follow a more "fundamental- 
ist" interpretation of the Torah (Bible). 
Women are segregated from men in the tem- 
ple, and are excused from certain religious

duties. 

Conservative congregations conduct 
most of the services in Hebrew, with some 
English. Women are integrated within the 
temple, and may assume some of the func- 
tions traditionally delegated to men. 

Reform congregations interpret the 
Torah j,more liberally. Men.ahdjwomen are,'.

completely equal in observance. Religious 
services are predominantly in English, with 
some traditional prayers still recited in 
Hebrew. 

The move to Reform observance is 
expected to attract more young families to the 
congregation. According to Schleicher, there 
are now only about a half-dozen families with 
young children in Am Echod. 

"Most of our 90 members are over 50 
years of age," the congregation president 
noted. 

The base membership of the congrega- 
tion is from Waukegan, where Am Echod 
originated, but the future membership is 
expected to grow from Lindenhurst, Lake 
Villa, Gurnee and Grayslake. 

Although some of the older members of 
the congregation, uncomfortable with the 
change, may leave, most are in favor of the 
evolution.

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Tins season, Lake Villa residents and non- 
residents will be paying higher fees to launch 
boats on Sand Lake and Lake Miltmore. 

The town board voted unanimously to 
increase fees from $25 per year to $50 for resi- 
dents and $100 for non-residents.

Ward also questioned how the township

"People who live on the lake only have to 
launch once during the year," he noted. "Then 
they tie up at their own piers." 

. Ward expressed the belief mat the majority 
of shorefront residents did not purchase keys at 
all. 

Tami Wloch, of the West Miltmore 
Homeowners' Association, speaking in support 
of the increase, said the associations were hop- 
ing to get a harvester, to replace a weed cutter 
currently in use. She acknowledged that the

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Republican Senate hopeful promoting business background

U.S. Senate candidate Jim 
Oberweis isn't shy about courting 
the "ice cream vote." As chairman of 
the board of Chicago's Oberweis 
Dairy, Inc., Oberweis feels that fam- 
ily business name recognition and 
his own experience in business are 
good reasons to vote for him. 

In the Republican primary race 
to take on incumbent Democratic 
Sen. Dick Durbin this fall, Oberweis 
is a front runner, according to one 
Senate Race poll by a Chicago daily 
newspaper. 

In the poll, nearly half of likely 
GOP voters say they still are unde- 
cided about which of three cbn- 
, tenders they favor as the nominee to 
take on incumbent Democratic Sen. 
Dick Durbin in the fall. 

But, of those who have made a 



choice, according to the poll, 24 per- 
cent supported North Aurora invest- 
ment manager Oberweis, 16 percent 
backed state Rep. James Durkin of 
Westchester and 10 percent selected 
Chicago tax attorney John Cox. 
. That's a turnabout from the 
February poll, when Durkin was in 
the lead. 
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Oberweis, who began his Lake 
County push for votes in January, 
said he has "the support of county 
chairmen across the state. But I am 
lucky in this area (Chicago and sub- 
urbs) with my family's name recog- 
nition for ice cream," he said with a 
laugh. "I.'ll take any advantage I can 
get." 

Oberweis, who has an MBA • 
from the University of Chicago and 
a degree in economics and finance, 
puts his business pedigree out front 
for all to see when discussing the 
economy and jobs.

After a short stint as a junior 

high school teacher in Aurora, 
Oberweis began his financial career 
in 1970 with a large retail brokerage 
firm, managing a branch for a New 
York Stock Exchange firm and later 
founding his own brokerage and 
investment management business. 
Now the president of Oberweis 
Asset Management and Oberweis 
Funds in addition to heading the 
family dairy, Oberweis is bullish on 
the economy. 

"I'm very comfortable with ana- 
lyzing the economy and creating 
jobs. This is a major issue. My back- 
ground in creating jobs is a bit more 
relevant that the experience of attor- 
neys, which is the background that 
most office holders have."

Oberweis said he bought the 
family business 12 years ago, and in 
the last 10 years, home delivery sky- 
rocketed from 3,500 home delivery 
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accounts to 35,000. 

Another issue close to Oberweis' 
heart, he said, is that small business- 
es are being, taxed at a higher rate 
than large corporations. "We have to 
be able to encourage small business- 
men like me. That issue needs to be 
looked at very carefully." 

Asked how he expected to main- 
tain his distance from his primary 
opponents, and hopefully challenge 
Dick Durbin in November, 
Oberweis, the financial animal, said 
he has a great campaign team of pro- 
fessionals and "the best campaign 
finance team, a lot of Chicago busi- 
nessmen and people I have known 
for 15, 20 and 30 years." 

Oberweis estimates that if he 
gets the chance to challenge Durbin, 
that it would take $12 million to 
defeat the strongly seated incum- 
bent.

Parents say-so under 




test 




chool officials have a love- 
hate relationship with the 
popular idea of the benefits 
of parental involvement in 
the education process. 

'Love' parents come out to the 
games, bake cookies for class fund 
raising projects and vote for tax in- 
creases. 'Hate' parents ask ques- 
tions about test score results, why 
Johnny isn't doing better in school 
and what kind of subjects are being 
taught. 

The love-hate relationship un- 
derscores the tension existing be- 
tween a group of parents and the 
school their children attend in an 
unusual question being asked 
Tuesday, March 19, in an advisory 
referendum: Should the school 
adopt and implement Core Knowl- 
edge as the primary course of 
study for students from kinder- 
garten through eighth grade? 
The question, being put to voters 
in District 46, is believed to be the 
first of its kind ever asked in Illi- 
nois. 
. District 46 is the Grayslake ele- 
mentary system that serves stu- 
dents in a central Lake County area 
including parts of the Round Lake 
area, a sector of Lake Villa and 
Hainesville. 

Core Knowledge, in short, a 
program based on traditional sub- 
jects and learning methods, is be- 
ing advocated by a small band of 
vocal and well organized parents 
who object to the efforts of District 
46 officials to implement the 
philosophies of William Spady and 
Outcome Based Education (OBE). 

Sarah Surroz, a parent and 
president of Friends of District 46 
advocating Core Knowledge, said 
the superintendent, Dr. Kurt An- 
derson, thought that parents ques- 
tioning OBE and a "new vision" in 
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the district "were a small angry 
group that would go away." 
Surroz said Anderson is correct that 
parents are angry, "but we're not a 
small group and we're not going 
away." 

Friends and OBE advocates have 
been tussling for two years. Friends 
members have been offering reams 
of information at coffees, door-to- 
door canvassing and public meet- 
ings, that their school is heading 
down a dangerous path. One of the 
most telling arguments offered is 
that children at Aptakisic-Tripp 
School, located in an upscale south 
county area, are struggling at 
Stevenson High School, known for 
its high standards. 

Ever since the referendum was 
scheduled, Anderson and school 
board members have been unre- 
sponsive to claims being made by 
Friends. Teachers belonging to the 
American Federation of Teachers 
have adopted a position of neutrali- 
ty, even though the national union 
endorses Core Knowledge. "They're 
afraid of reprisals because this is a 

contract year," a Friends spokesman 
explained. 

Friends leaders were asked why 
they don't follow traditional lines of 



protest and vote in new leaders at 
the next board of education elec- 
tion. "We can't wait that long," they 
replied. Even though the referen- 
dum is not binding, all sides will 
have a better idea after March 19 
about attitudes regarding traditional 
methods vs. OBE. Too much 
parental involvement in the educa- 
tion process? That'll be clarified,

Striving to be a typical politician, he be- 
gins kissing babies but one of them has an ac- 
cident on his shirt. 

Coleman greets potential voters with 
handshakes but gets three knuckle-crushers 
in a row and is reduced to yelping, "Ouch!, 
Ouch! Ouch!" 

Skeptics fear Coleman is going too far 
with the selfpunishing humor and voters 
might not take him seriously. 

But what if he wins the election? What if it 
works? Will it turn old-fashioned campaign- 
ing upside-down? Will future candidates try 
to be more comical and less pompous? Will 
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they campaign in Groucho Marx masks and 
beanies with propellers on top? 

Coleman has a serious opponent in the 
Illinois primary next Tuesday, DuPage County 
State's Atty. Joseph Birkett. He has been en- 
dorsed by the Grant Township Republican 
Club, among others. 

The Chicago Tribune endorses Coleman, 
saying, "He happens to be the most qualified 
attorney seeking the Republican nomination. 
He's given us a few good laughs in the cam- 
paign. More important, he's a good lawyer." 

Presidents famous for their use of humor 
included Abraham Lincoln and Ronald Rea- 
gan. Another politician who occasionally sur- 
prises us by turning the lampoon on himself 

is Al Gore. 

Gore currently is introducing himself like 
this: "My name is Al Gore. I used to be known 
as the next president of the United States.' 









Gore, also known as the "Ice Prince," has 
been famous for his dullness. Bob Dole once 
gibed, "It was so cold in Washington the other 
day someone hugged Al Gore to get warm."

combat terrorism, raising funds for special 
education, supporting military personnel, 
veterans, and defense spending, and provid- 
ing grants for education.

Although the parking garage closure may 
have captured the publics attention, it was not the 
only security measure taken. Security, both inside 
and outside of the facility, remains heightened. 
The Lake County Sheriff's office continues to eval- 
uate our facilities mid implement increased secu- 
rity measures where appropriate. Consistent with 
counties nation-wide, we are continuing to evalu- 
ate our risks and work closely with state and feder- 
al law enforcement agencies to provide the appro- 
priate balance between public access and public 
safety. If we err, we must do so on the side of pub- 
lic safety. 

As Sheriff, I understand the concerns raised 
regarding the County parking facilities. Rest as- 
sured that 1 continue to evaluate our facilities, 
while at the same time maintain a strong respon- 
sibility to protect our citizens in these unsettling 
times.

If a" sports injury hadn't sidelined Jerry 
B. Jenkins in high school, he might have ful- 
filled his dreams of becoming a professional 
baseball player. 

Instead, Jenkins discovered a talent for 
writing and chose to write about sports and 
other genres. Now, the 52 year-old Jenkins 
has hit a home run as writer of the fastest- 
selling fiction series ever - the Left Behind 
series of apocalyptic novels.Some of his nov- 
els, such as 'Soul Harvest,' include references 
to Waukegan and other Chicago area locales. 

And although Jenkins has residency in 
Colorado, he maintains a plush office in 
Zion, where he also owns a home. 

Jenkins' professional writing start came 
at age 19 as an assistant sports editor at the 
Mount Prospect Day newspaper covering 
sports in Mount Prospect and Arlington 
Heights, IL. 

"At that point I had pretty much 
achieved my career goals. I did photos, cap- 
tions, writing, page numbers, and page lay- 
outs," said Jenkins, whose dad was an Elk 
Grove Village, IL police officer and mom a 
homemaker. 

After taking classes at Chicago's Moody 
Bible Institute, Jenkins worked for Scripture 
Press, a publishing company. 

Jenkins recalls^ "I interviewed a young 
street preacher- Sammy Tippit — and wrote 
a story about him for a Sunday school 
paper." The Scripture Press publisher asked 
if Tippit's story was worth a book and 
Jenkins said it was. Although the publisher 
decided against the book,. "I was so excited 
about it. I spoke to Sammy and we went 
ahead and did it. That was my first book," 
Jenkins said. 

Not too long after Tippit's biography, 
Jenkins wrote a sports biography on base- 
ball Is homerun hero Hank Aaron. "That 
really opened the doors to write books 
about sports," he said.

Brett Butler an inspiration 

Jenkins eventually authored biographies 
about other athletes such as Walter Payton, 
Meadowlark Lemon, Nolan Ryan, Orel 
Hershiser, and Brett Butler (from 
Libertyville). 

"It was fun to interview Brett Butler. Hels 
a very inspiring guy," Jenkins said about the 
Libertyville High School graduate and former 
Los Angeles Dodger. "The book is called, Field 
of Hope, and it's really about him surviving 
throat cancer. It was great working with him." 

All told, Jenkins is the author of more than 
130 books and thousands of articles for publica- 
tions such as Readerls Digest, Parade, in-flight 
magazines and many Christian periodicals. 

The writing for which Jenkins has 
received the most renown, however, is his 
work on the Left Behind series of books.

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draws from area roots 




The first book, Left Behind, came out in 
1995. Then came Tribulation Force, Nicolae, 
Soul Harvest, Apollyon, Assassins, The 
Indwelling, The Mark and the most recent 
book (released October 30, 2001), Desecration. 

The fiction books are based mainly on the 
Biblels book of Revelation. They detail the 
sudden disappearance of millions of followers 
of Jesus — an event called the Rapture - and 
follow the lives of those left behind on earth 
amidst global chaos. This is according to the 
school of Bible interpretation called "dispen- 
sationalism" that began in the late 10001s. 

Dr. Tim LaHaye, a nationally recognized 
Bible prophecy scholar who follows the same 
school of thought, is the author of 40 non-fic- 
tion books, and is a minister, and educator. 
He came up with the idea for Left Behind 
more than a decade ago. 

"Tim recognized he wasn't a novelist and 
that's why he was looking for somebody (a fic- 
tion writer) . I signed with an agent and I didn 1 1 
even realize that he was Tim's agent. Our agent 
got the idea one day that maybe we could do 
things together to get Tim's project done." 

For his part of the book-producing part- 
nership, LaHaye gives Jenkins a prophetic 
timeline chart and commentary on the 
Scriptures. "Jerry just works in the ingenious 
characters," said LaHaye in a November 2000 
WMBI radio interview. LaHaye added, "The 
fun part is that people say theylve never read 
the Bible before, but these books caused 
them to read their Bibles." 

Readers cross all demographics 

"People everywhere are reading the Left 
Behind series — Christians and non- 
Christians, old and young, men and women. 
It crosses all demographics," Jenkins said. 

Some people read the books because they 
have a spiritual hunger in their lives. Others 
appreciate the can't-put-it-down-page-turn- 
ing-spine-tingling-drama in each book. The 
books prompt others to consider what might 
happen if any or all of Dr. LaHayels interpre- 
tation of the Bible is true. 

"I mink people start reading them for 
whatever reason, and what they tell us is that 
they fall in love with the characters and want 
to know what happens to them," said Jenkins. 
"It's just the old fashioned cardinal rules of 
fiction: make 'em wait and keep 'em reading." 

Three to four more books are planned for 
the series. Possible names for books 10, 11 
and 12 are The Remnant, Left Standing and 
Glorious Appearing. 

"Tim would actually like to do a prequel. 
We'd go back and tell about these people 
before (the Rapture in Left Behind). Therels 
been some discussion about whether we do 
that second to last, before the Glorious 
Appearing. We may break a year or two and 



then do a prequil," Jenkins said. 

The first nine books, published byTyndale 
House Publishers, Inc. in Wheaton have sold 
like hot cakes with several rising to the top or 
near top of various national best sellers lists. 

Books spun off into videos, clothing 

Along with the books, there are Left 
Behind graphic novels, videos, dramatic 
audio and regular audio versions, a game, a 
calendar, clothing, Left Behind: The Kids 
books geared towards ten to fourteen year- 
olds, and a website (www.leftbehind.com). 
Tyndale has sold more than 20 million copies 
of the books and related products within the 
last year alone. 

Jenkins acknowledges that the books are 
"Novels — strictly fiction. The characters' 
names are made up. But as far as what hap- 
pens from Scripture, as far as sequence of 
events, and how many judgements and mis 
and that, we aren't making it up," he said. 

Jenkins, LaHaye and the books have been 
featured in numerous national media outlets 
including People, Newsweek, The Wall Street 
Journal, the New York Times, USA Today, the 
Washington Times, ABC with Peter Jennings, 
and more. 

Jenkins recalled one reporter "who kept ' 
saying, "So you really think that someday, 
Jesus is going to come back and people are 
going to disappear?" And finally, I said, 'Yeah, 
I do.' And he said, 'Do you realize how wacky 
that sounds?' And I said, 'Yeah, I do.'" 

If people don't like or agree with die 
books, that's okay with Jenkins. At least 
they're reading the books. 

As an integral part of each book, Jenkins 
has some of the characters "receive Christ" or 
have a Christian "conversion experience." 

"Many people have received Christ 
after reading oneof the books," said Jenkins. , 
Touching once again on his Chicago 
roots, Jenkins explained that "one of the rea- 
, sons I set so much in Mount Prospect and 
that area was because that's where one of my 
first jobs was at the Mount Prospect Day," 

Jenkins recalled. 

Jenkins said that a grouchy, old editor 
couldn't get through to the reporters that he 
wanted local news only - not Chicago news. 
"So he showed us a downtown Chicago 
paper and our suburban paper and said, "I 
don t want to see any Chicago Bears or Cubs 
or anything downtown. We cover the local 
news and local schools." 

"One guy asked a question, 'Well how 
about if Chicago, this or that? and the editor, 
in very blue language said, 'I wouldn't want 
you to cover the Second Coming of Jesus if it 
happened in Chicago." 

"So,. 25 years later," Jenkins said, "I have

competition: 

U.S. Senate (Republican): John Cox, an expert on taxa- 
tion, is admired for his conservatism. His stand on reducing taxes 
and limiting government is in the tradition of President Reagan. Cox's 
nomination is recommended because we feel he possesses the up- 
from-the-street toughness needed to unseat ultra-liberal and reliably 
partisan Democrat, incumbent Richard Durbin, who seems more 
interested in advancing Democratic causes than serving the citizens 
of Illinois. Durbin is unopposed. Jim Oberwelss possesses requi- 
sites for a state-wide race — money and connections— but the ques- 
tion remains how he would deal with Durbin in a toe-to-toe battle. 
Cox's wealth is self-made. Cox knows tiie ways of Chicago where he 
grew up and owned a business. That's an advantage. Cox is pro-life. 
He'll be a strong supporter of President Bush's war on terrorism. A 
third candidate, legislator Jim Durkln from DuPage County, has 
campaigned ineffectively. 

• Governor: Our views on the campaign to elect a new governor 
were expressed earlier. Republican Corlnne Wood endorsed. De- 
mocrat Paul Vallas endorsed. A word about Congressman Rod 
Blago jevlch's candidacy. Nominating the ambitious young Chicago 
political insider would be an invitation to resumption of the reckless 
and corrupt days of Dan Walker, the last Democrat to serve as gover- 
nor. 

Lt. Governor (Republican): State Sen. Carl Hawklnson has is- 
sued with his running mate, Atty. Gen. Jim Ryan, an impressive list of 
economic initiatives except that they would lead to a more expensive 
bureaucracy at a time when the state can't afford more spending. 
We're giving the nod to another legislator, William A. O'Connor, who 
has established a reputation as a hard-working and serious lawmaker. 
For the Democratic nomination, it's a toss up between E Michael 
Kelleher Jr. or Joyce W. Washington, cither of whom is preferred 
over Pat Quinn, a perennial candidate who has created chaos when- 
ever elected to high office. 






Atty. General (Republican): Bob Coleman, a Chicago attor- 
ney with a long- record of experience in business and government liti- 
gation, is endorsed over Joe Birkett, a pedestrian DuPage prosecutor. 
If elected in November, Coleman would come with a fresh perspective 
serving as the "people's lawyer" with no ties to party or other politi- 
cans. We especially like his stance as a proponent of open meetings 
and taking full advantage of the common law powers of his office, the 
strongest in the nation. For the Democratic nomination, it will be a 
travesty if voters select Lisa Madlgan, a novice lawyer, over John 
Schmidt, who is well qualified by private practice and service in the 
federal government. Madigan is running on the strength of her step- 
father, House Speaker Mike Madigan. 












State Senator (Democrat): Because of her experience in the 
House, Susan Garrett is endorsed over Chris Cohen. Cohen, for- 
merly of Cook County, is unfamiliar with the new North Shore district. 
Garrett has been a hard worker who doesn't always follow party dic- 
tates. 

State Representative (Democrat): In the new 60th District of 
Waukegan, Jerry L. Johnson, former mayor of North Chicago with 
experience in business, has the background to make a good represen- 
tative. He is endorsed. 

State Representative (Republican): In the new 5 1st District of 
central and southwest Lake County, Ed Sullivan Jr., die young Fre- 
mont Township assessor, is chosen over Mundelein Mayor Marilyn 
Slndles, who has run a surprisingly lack-luster campaign devoid of 
addressing pressing state issues. Sullivan has energy, promise and is 
speaking out on issues. Voters know where he stands, a quality that 
will put him in good stead in Springfield. In the 52nd District that in- 
cludes territory in both Like and McHenry counties, incumbent 
Mark Beaubien Jr. is endorsed over Peter D. Michllng. Bcaubien 
does his homework. The veteran lawmaker has an excellent record of 
constituent service. In the new 62nd District of north central Lake 
County, Robert W. Churchill, former state representative, points to 
experience in the General Assembly, Albert L. Wysocki is stressing 
his extensive background in grassroots government, and Ed Walters, 
an Army officer before entering the corporate world, offers youthful 
energy, idealism and potential. These qualities combined might 
make an unbeatable candidate. Unfortunately, the candidates have 
been running low-key, "safe" campaigns, making the sorting out 
process difficult if not impossible. This contest is a coin toss. 
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chool officials have a love- 
hate relationship with the 
popular idea of the benefits 
of parental involvement in 
the education process. 

'Love' parents come out to the 
games, bake cookies for class fund 
raising projects and vote for tax in- 
creases. 'Hate' parents ask ques- 
tions about test score results, why 
Johnny isn't doing better in school 
and what kind of subjects are being 

taught. 

The love-hate relationship un- 
derscores the tension existing be- 
tween a group of parents and the 
school their children attend in an 
unusual question being asked 
Tuesday, March 19, in an advisory 
referendum: Should the school 
adopt and implement Core Knowl- 
edge as the primary course of 
study for students from kinder- 
garten through eighth grade? 
The question, being put to voters 
in District 46, is believed to be the 
first of its kind ever asked in Illi- 
nois. 

. District 46 is the Grayslake ele- 
mentary system that serves stu- 
dents in a central Lake County area 
including parts of the Round Lake 
area, a sector of Lake Villa and 
Hainesville. 

Core Knowledge", in short, a 
program based on traditional sub- 
jects and learning methods, is be- 
ing advocated by a small band of 
vocal and well organized parents 
who object to the efforts of District 
46 officials to implement the 
philosophies of William Spady and 
s Outcome Based Education (OBE). 

Sarah Surroz, a parent and 
president of Friends of District 46 
advocating Core Knowledge, said 
the superintendent, Dr. Kurt An- 
derson, thought that parents ques- 
tioning OBE and a "new vision" in 
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the district "were a small angry 
group that would go away." 
Surroz said Anderson is correct that 
parents are angry, "but we're not a 
small group and we're not going 
away." 

Friends and OBE advocates have 
been tussling for two years. Friends 
members have been offering reams 
of information at coffees, door-to- 
door canvassing and public meet- 
ings, that their school is heading 
down a dangerous path. One of the 
most telling arguments offered is 
that children at Aptakisic-Tripp 
School, located in an upscale south 
county area, are struggling at 
Stevenson High School, known for 
its high standards. 

Ever since the referendum was 
scheduled, Anderson and school 
board members have been unre- 
sponsive to claims being made by 
Friends. Teachers belonging to the 
American Federation of Teachers 
have adopted a position of neutrali- 
ty, even though the national union 
endorses Core Knowledge. "They're 
afraid of reprisals because this is a 
contract year," a Friends spokesman 
explained. 

Friends leaders were asked why 
they don't follow traditional lines of 



protest and vote in new leaders at 
the next board of education elec- 
tion. "We can't wait that long," they 
replied. Even though the referen- 
dum is not binding, all sides will 
have a better idea after March 19 
about attitudes regarding traditional 
methods vs. OBE. Too much 
parental involvement in the educa- 
tion process? That'll be clarified, 
too.

ob Coleman, a Chicago lawyer and a 
Republican candidate for Illinois at- 
torney general, is conducting a risky 
campaign that features commercials 
in which he pokes outlandish fun at himself. 

His ads go far beyond the always desir- . 
able, occasional splash of humor; they are 
wild and crazy stuff, all makebelieve and 
tongue-in-cheek, of course. 

Coleman shows himself giving a dramatic 
speech to a near-empty children's play- 
ground. 

During another Coleman speech a mem- 
ber of his audience begins to snore, and soon 
the whole room is snoring. 

Striving to be a typical politician, he be- 
gins kissing babies but one of them has an ac- 
cident on his shirt. 

Coleman greets potential voters with 
handshakes but gets three knuckle-crushers 
in a row and is reduced to yelping, "Ouch!, 

Ouch! Ouch!" 

Skeptics fear Coleman is going too far 

with the selfpunishing humor and voters 
might not take him seriously. 

But what if he wins the election? What if it 
works? Will it turn old-fashioned campaign- 
ing upside-down? Will future candidates try 
to be more comical and less pompous? Will 
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they campaign in Groucho Marx masks and 
beanies with propellers on top? 

Coleman has a serious opponent in the 
Illinois primary next Tuesday, DuPage County 
State's Atty. Joseph Birkett. He has been en- 
dorsed by the Grant Township Republican 
Club, among others. 

The Chicago Tribune endorses Coleman, 
saying, "He happens to be the most qualified 
attorney seeking the Republican nomination. 
He's given us a few good laughs in the cam- 
paign. More important, he's a good lawyer." 

Presidents famous for their use of humor 
included Abraham Lincoln and Ronald Rea- 
gan. Another politician who occasionally sur- 
prises us by turning the lampoon on himself 
is Al Gore. 

Gore currently is introducing himself like 
this: "My name is Al Gore. I used to be known 
as the next president of the United States.' 



Gore, also known as the "Ice Prince," has 
been famous for his dullness. Bob Dole once 
gibed, "It was so cold in Washington the other 
day someone hugged Al Gore to get warm." 

Rush Limbaugh called Gore, "The Tree." 
So, for his next appearance at a press club 
bash, Gore had himself strapped to a dolly 
and wheeled onto the stage. 

Like Bob Coleman, Ronald Reagan could 
poke fun at himself: "I have left orders to be 
awakened at any time in case of national 
emergency, even if I'm in a cabinet meeting."

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Better to play it safe 

ecurity concerns remain in everyone's 
consciousness, given the current climate 
in our nation. Public and private facilities 
nation-wide have taken extra precau- 
tions to protect buildings and the people who 
inhabit them. As a result of the terrorist inci-' 
dents of Sept. 11,2001, the Lake County Sheriff 's 
Office carefully reviewed security measures at 
the Like County Courthouse and Administra- 
tive Complex and determined that we needed 
to close the public parking facility, and issue ve- 
hicle and picture identification cards to County 
government employees. This was not a County 
Board decision. As sheriff, I have to balance 
public safety with public access. It was a diffi- 
cult decision, but given the circumstances, I re- 
main convinced it was the right decision. 

Although the parking garage closure may 
have captured the public's attention, it was not the 
only security measure taken. Security, both inside 
and outside of the facility, remains heightened. 
The Lake County Sheriff's office continues to eval- 
uate our facilities and implement increased secu- 
rity measures where appropriate. Consistent with 
counties nation-wide, we are continuing to evalu- 
ate our risks and work closely with state and feder- 
al law enforcement agencies to provide the appro- 
priate balance between public access and public 
safety. If we err, we must do so on the side of pub- 
lic safety. 

As Sheriff, I understand the concerns raised 
regarding the County parking facilities. Rest as- 
sured that 1 continue to evaluate our facilities, 
while at the same time maintain a strong respon- 
sibility to protect our citizens in these unsettling 
times.

The county's general administrative expen- 
ditures has increased by $14,000,000 in four 
years, yet the portion spent on county roads has 
declined. 

In the face of ENRON debacle and in light of 
its accounting firm's apparent lack of providing • 
accurate financial disclosure, all Lake Countians 
should be shocked to read the most recent dis- 
closure letter of Lake County's auditor, wherein 

they say: 

"However, the primary government financial

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Blame the state 

Lake County voters face no less than 17 
school referendums on March 19. No one seri- 
ously questions the schools' need for the money. 
Lake County has seen incredible growth in the 
last 10 years. Most schools have doubled, or 
even tripled, their student populations. You 
cannot hire that many new teachers and build 
that many new schools without new money. 

The most common reason I hear for oppos- 
ing school referendums is that by voting the ref- 
erendum down, we can force the State of Illinois 
to fund its fair share of education costs. The 
State of Illinois, one of the wealthiest states, 
ranks a lowly 48th in school funding. It is shame- 
ful and disgraceful, but it will not be changed by 
voting down a referendum. 

Our state representatives and senators, 

presently groveling so hard for our votes, don't 
have the political will, the talent, or the guts 
needed to increase school funding. There are 
only two ways for the state to do it. It can cut 
existing programs and give the savings to educa- 
tion, or it can increase taxes. Does anyone seri- 
ously think that the politicians will make the 
kind of massive cuts in existing programs need- 
ed to meaningfully increase school funding? No 
way. Too many pet projects. Too many vested 
interests. Too much greed. 

The quick fix for the state is to increase 
income taxes. Tax an extra one percent and ded- 
icate it all to the schools. Voters opposing school 
referendum suggest this solution, albeit with 
trepidation. It doesn't work. First the politicians 
don't have the guts to do it. But second, its a bad 
deal for Lake County. The collar counties, of 
which Lake County is one, support the State of 
Illinois. We pay the state more than we get back. . 
Our tax dollars support the poor farm counties, 
and mismanaged and corrupt Cook County. - 
From a purely selfish and self interested point of 
view, we are better off paying for our own 
schools. Every tax dollar we spend goes directly 
to us, to our kids, and to benefit our communi- , 



ties. 
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funding problems. It deserves it in spades. 
Pressure your state representatives and senators 
to increase school funding, if you can find them 
after the election. But vote for the school referen- 
dums, because that is the best, and cheapest way 
to make sure our kids get a good education.

Did you know that ... 

Another harmful consequence of electric 
power production is mercury pollution. Mercury 
is a hazardous air pollutant that causes adverse 
health effects such as loss of sensory or cognitive 
ability, delays in developmental milestones such 
as walking and talking, birth defects, tremors, 
and even death. 

Mercury pollution is easily transported 
through the air, and a relatively small amount 
can easily contaminate an entire ecosystem, 
sometimes for thousands of miles. 

The largest source of mercury pollution 
comes from the electric power industry, 
accounting for 34 percent of the total mercury 
emitted by all known sources. More than 99 per- 
cent of that mercury comes from coal-fired 
plants, whose absolute total tonnage of mercury 
released into the environment is expected to 
climb by 33 percent to over 60 tons by 2010. 

• Perhaps most importantly, the coal industry 
remains the only major source of mercury pollu- 
tion not to be regulated. While mercury in waste 
incinerators, paints and pesticides have been 
regulated and shown decrease in mercury pollu- 
tion, the coal and utility industries got Congress 
to exclude mercury emissions from regulation 
under the 1990 Clean Air Act - the only industry 

to gain such an exemption. 

These lethal loopholes, initiated by the elec- 
tric power industry, create powerful economic 
incentives for coal plants to operate its dirty facil- 
ities at the expense of our health and our envi- 



ronment.

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Alzheimer's Disease treatments offer hope 



Early Alzheimer 
diagnosis important 

* 

As the number of diagnosed cases con- • 
tinues to rise, many Americans still believe 
Alzheimer's disease is a consequence of 
aging that has no remedy. 

With as many as 4 million Americans 
currently afflicted, and the number expected 
to triple, options for Alzheimer's detection 
and treatment are increasingly important to 
an aging population. Although there is no 
known cure for Alzheimer's disease, it can be 
reliably identified and treated. 
In fact, there are medical treatments avail- 
able that may slow the progression of 
Alzheimer's if detected in its early stages. 

The disease damages the brain cells 
responsible for intellectual functioning, 
including memory, intelligence, judgment 
and speech. People with Alzheimer's experi- 
ence a decline in cognitive abilities, such as 
thinking and understanding, and changes in 
behavior. * 

As individuals age and their loved ones 
begin to notice memory and behavior 
changes, many aren't sure what to do. 

"When memory lapses become more severe 
or so frequent that they begin to interfere with 
daily life, deciding when to visit a doctor about 
memory loss isn't always easy," says Dean 
Knudson, M.D. and geriatric psychiatrist. 

People experiencing cognitive degenera- 
tion have an especially hard time facing their 
symptoms. Denial is common, even among 
family members who are seeing the decline.

Alzheimer's, a new telephone screening pro- 
vides a reliable way to assess cognitive level. 
The Minnesota Cognitive Acuity Screen 
(MCAS) is a telephone interview conducted 
by a registered nurse who is trained to screen 
for cognitive problems. Designed and val- 
idated by a team of scientists during a 
two-year period, .the MCAS has been 
proven to identify mild to'moderate 
dementia more than 98 percent of the 
time. Based on its success in the long- 
term care insurance industry, Nation's 
CareLink is now making the MCAS avail- 
able to consumers. 

"The MCAS is an excellent first course of 
action when loved ones experience memory 
problems," says Knudson. Knudson helped 
develop the screening tool to alleviate or 
identify concerns, noting that many general 
care physicians had neither the time nor the 
training to properly screen patients for . 
dementia or Alzheimer's in the doctor's 
office. "Early detection means greater oppor- 
tunity to assess medication, long-term care 
and other options." 

MCAS questions relate to a person's 
basic orientation, problem solving and rea- 
soning skills. The interview takes only 15 
minutes to complete and is administered 
over the phone. Interviewees can take the 
test in the privacy and comfort of their own 
home. 

The MCAS consists of nine 
sub -categories: 

• Orientation 

• Attention 
•Delayed word recall 

• Comprehension 

• Repetition 

• Naming 

• Computation 

• Judgment 

• Verbal fluency 

The depth of the MCAS is particularly 
important, since nearly 50 percent of cogni- 
tive impairments cannot be detected by 

memory testing alone. 

"The MCAS provides a much needed 



bridge between expensive medical evalua- 
tions and the so-called 'watchful waiting' 
option," adds Knudson. With the cost of a 
telephone screening at $95, MCAS offers an 
affordable and convenient alternative to 
expensive neurological testing. 

Results are mailed within 24 hours after 
completion of the MCAS. The test provides 
objective information to act upon, allowing 
family members to consider medical, legal 
and financial care decisions. Participants are 

advised to contact their physician to discuss 
results. 

The Warning Signs 

t -Ann Ray, 75, of Peoria, 111: had a family 
history of Alzheimer's and recent bouts of 
forget fulness. Ann wanted to know whether 
she had the disease, and she hadn't talked to 
her physician in awhile. For her, the MCAS 
quickly and inexpensively provided peace of 
mind and the assurance of knowing she is 
simply aging normally. 

Cognitive changes can often be subtle 
and hard to detect. The Alzheimer's 
Association has identified the following pos- 
sible warning signs and symptoms: 

Memory loss that affects job skills. It's 
normal to occasionally forget an assignment, 
deadline or colleague's name, but frequent 
forgetfulness or unexplainable confusion at 
home or in the workplace may signal some- 
thing wrong. 

Difficulty performing familiar tasks. Busy 
people get distracted from time to time. For 
example, you might leave something on the 
stove too long or not remember to serve part 
of a meal. People with Alzheimer's disease 
might prepare a meal and not only forget to 
serve it but also forget they made it. 
Problems with language. Everyone has trou- 
ble finding the right word sometimes, but a 

person with Alzheimer's disease may forget 
simple words or substitute inappropriate 
words, making h\s or her sentences dlfftcuU 

to understand.

Coming to terms with your body shape 



What do you see when you look in the mir- 
ror? Researchers report. that women's and 
men's perceptions of their bodies differ. 

In a recent survey of 013 adults ages 19 to 
39 conducted by Psychology of Men & 
Masculinity journal, women of normal weight 
tended to perceive themselves as overweight, 
while normal-weight men often perceived 
themselves as too skinny. In addition, nearly 
half of the men assessed as overweight per- 
ceived themselves to be of normal weight. 

What creates the distorted self-image? 
Researchers theorize that societal influences 
such as the media, which provides thinner- 
than-average role models for women and 
bulkier-than-normal examples for men, may 



be largely responsible. Consider these exam- 
ples from the National Eating Disorders 

Association: 

• The average American woman is 5'4" tall 
and weighs 140 pounds, yet the average 
American female model is 5'11" tall and 
weighs 117 pounds. 

• Most fashion models are thinner than 98 

percent of American women. 

• Almost half of American elementary 
school students in the first through third 
grades want to be thinner. 

• Four out of five children at the age of 10 
are afraid of being fat.

The sur- 
geon general reports, however, that a staggering 
61 percent of American adults are overweight, 
and three out oflO U.S. adults are obese. 

Part of the problem comes from inactiv- 
ity and the tendency to look for a "quick fix." 
Americans spend more than $40 billion on 
dieting and diet-related products each year, 
according to the National Eating Disorders 
Association Yet, according to the surgeon gen- 
eral, only one third of U.S. adults follow experts' 
recommendations and exercise for 30 minutes, 
five days per week. Carrying extra pounds leads 
to an increased risk of heart disease, diabetes, 
stroke, arthritis, depression and cancer. 
Weighing in Accurately 

So how can Americans get an accurate 
assessment of their health? To determine 
whether you are a healthful weight, don't 
compare yourself to people around you or in 
the media. Instead, check your .body mass 
index (BMl) at www.nhlbisupport.com/bmi. 
This too!, based on data from the National 
Heart, Lung, Blood Institute, helps measure 
fatness. It doesn't take into account lean mus- 
cle mass, however, so athletes and body 
builders may get faulty results. Also, keep in 
mind that the BMI is not meant as a substitute 
for a professional medical assessment. 
Recognizing the True You 

Once you have accepted that the media 
portrayal of body weight is unrealistic, you 
may wonder how to define good health and 
an ideal body shape. The American College of 
Sports Medicine defines physical fitness as a 
combination of cardiovascular endurance, 
muscular strength, muscular endurance and 
flexibility. By focusing on getting an adequate 
combination of aerobic exercise, strength 
training, stretching and sleep, and by eating 
properly, you can enjoy increased energy, sta- 
mina and improved health. And while today's 
actors, models and rock stars will be forgotten 
tomorrow, being fit never goes out of style.

For those 
on a tight budget, stainless steel provides the 
lowest price point, with some models starting 
at $100. There are two main things to look for 
in choosing a stainless steel sink: 1) the thick- 
ness or gauge of the steel; and 2) the sound 
deadening ability (which determines how 
loud the noise is when something is dropped 
into the sink, such as a piece of silverware).

pie, an 18-gauge sink is more durable than a 
23-gauge model. And, for increased sound 
deadening, look for spray coatings and spe- 
cial sound pads underneath the bowl. These 
items also provide condensation control on 
the sink. 

Of course, dent resistance and general 
durability of a particular sink will be directly 
related to the gauge of steel used, but in gen- 
eral, stainless sinks can be prone to scratch- 
ing and water spotting.

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In their best season under head coach Bill 
Braman, the College of Lake County women's 
basketball team finished with their first .500 or 
better season in 10 years. 

This year's squad ended the season with a 
16-16 record, while finishing second in the 
Skyway conference with an 8-2 mark. 

"We really played well in the second half 
of the season," said Braman. "That's what is 
satisfying about this year, we made progress.

However, the foul line was another story. CLC 
made good on only 3-of-10 free throws, 
whereas Illinois Valley hit 22-of-29. 

"We lost it at the free-throw line," said 
Braman. "That led to us being in foul trouble 
all night. Three of the girls had four fouls on 
then and (Stephanie) Cripps fouled out." 

CLC won the battle on the boards howev- 
er, 43-29. 

Chanel Jones led the Lancers in scoring 
with 14 while pulling down nine rebounds. 
Becky Holem added 11 points and 14 
rebounds, while Cripps finished with a 10- 
point, 10-rebound performance. 

For the season, Jones finished with a dou- 
ble-double average to lead the team. She tal- 
lied 15.9 points and 11.4 rebounds per con- 
test. Oddly enough, Jones also led the team in 
assists with 99, which tends to be difficult to 
do for an inside player.

"She (Jones) had a good year," said 
Braman. "I really feel the whole team had a 
good year, each one of them filled their roles 
and did exactly what was expected from them." 

Cripps finished the year averaging 13.2 
points and 7.5 rebounds while Stacie Peterson 
averaged 10 points while dishing out 87 
assists. Holem averaged 8.2 points and 8.9 
rebounds and Karen Davidson averaged 7.6 
points. She also dished out 90 assists. 

Barring players leaving early or transfer- 
ring to other colleges, the women's team 
should remain primarily intact for next sea- 
son. With the exception of Cripps, Peterson, 
and Carrie Hagy, the team will stay the same. 

All in all, this season ended as a success. 

"It. was a very satisfying year," said 
Braman. "This was a wonderful group of girls 
to work with and it was a pleasure watching 
them come together as a group. And that's 
what really makes this season a success."
